MANCHESTER, N.H. » Bernie Sand- 
ers won New Hampshire’s presi- 
dential primary election Tuesday 
night, narrowly edging moderate 


rival Pete Buttigieg and scoring 
the first clear victory in the Dem- 
ocratic Party’s chaotic 2020 nom- 
ination fight. 

In his win, the 78-year-old 
Sanders, a self-described demo- 
cratic socialist, beat back a strong 
challenge from the 38-year-old 
former Midwestern mayor, two 


men representing different gen- 
erations and wings of their party. 

“This victory here is the be- 
ginning of the end for Donald 
Trump,” Sanders declared. 

As Sanders and Buttigieg cel- 
ebrated, an unexpectedly strong 
performance from Amy Klobu- 
char gave her a path out of New 
Hampshire as the contest moves 
on to the string of state-by-state 
primary contests that lie ahead.

The top-ranked State Depart- 
ment official for the Wuhan re- 
gion, Consul General Jamie Fouss, 
stayed behind an extra hour to de- 
scribe what it was like being con- 
fined to the base in the first U.S. 
quarantine since 1963. 

“Everyone felt like the quaran- 
tine was their civic duty,” Fouss 
said, his voice showing his emo- 
tion in a news conference Tuesday.
